' Garages will have to display 
the resuRs-of the tests alongside 
the performance figures for 
competitive models of other 
niakes, a feature of the legisla¬ 
tion that may prove unpopular 
with the trade and some manu¬ 
facturers. 


The Society of Motor Manu¬ 
facturers and Traders has been 
discussing whh the Depart¬ 
ment of Industry how the tests 
should be run. One test will - 
be carried- out in urlxm road. 
conditions and a second at con¬ 
stant speed. A similar scheme 
has- been introduced success¬ 
fully, in America. 

The Government will have 
the option of; carrying our the 
tests, or supervising • arrange¬ 
ments made by manufacturers 
or importers.- The 1 legislation 
allows for the tests to be-re¬ 
peated from time to- time. 

Leyland welcomed the fuel 
tests which, it said; will “ end 
some of the confusion about 
fuel consumption' caused by 
some manufacturers who have 
not played it straight".

British frigate rammed 


The British frigate Juno was 
deliberately rammed by the Ice¬ 
landic coastguard 1 -vessel. Tyr off 
the east coasr of Iceland yester¬ 
day, the Royal-Navy-announced. 
It added that only prompt 
action by two members of the 
-Juno- -crew—had prevented a 
serious fire. 

The ramming came imme¬ 
diately after a collision between 
tiie. tiro vessels despite avoiding 


action and repeated -1 warnings 
by die frigate. Tyr initially hit 
the .British frigate on the port 
bow'and then rammed it on the 
port quarter. 

Reykjavik, -March 12.~The 
Icelandic Coast Guard blamed

the incident. The patrol hoar 

- Thor was also hit astern by the 
frigate Mermaid at high speed.

Union ban on 
imports 
of newsprint

An immediate ban-on impor¬ 
ted .newsprint from “ uon- 
traditional” - countries was 
announced yesterday by Mr 
William Keys, general secretary 
of .the Society of Graphical and 
Allied Trades .(SogatV . 

Mr Keys, a' member of the 
TUC General Council, said at 
the TUC Women’s Conference 
at Southport that the aim was 
to prevent the demise of the 
British papennaking industry. 
“ Non-traditional" sources for 
Britain’s newspaper- industry- 
included Spain, Portugal, Brazu 
and Rumania, he said later. 
Supplies from Scandinavian 
countries would not be affected. 

Mr John le Page, industrial 
relations director of the News¬ 
paper Publishers Association, 
said re rhe best of his know- 
| ledge there were no imports 
from the countries affected by 
the ban. Most imports came 
from Scandinavia and Canada, 
and a smaller element from 
home production. 

Mr Keys said that paper was 
being dumped on the British 
market “at prices .which must 
he- below cost ”. Five years ago 
49 per cent of British newsprint 
consumption was from imports. 
Now the figure was 78 per cent.' 
If that went on there would not 
be a newsprint mill iu this 
country by the early 19S0s. 


Leaders of 
rail union 
accept peace 
formula

Widespread major industrial, 
action on British Rail was 
averted last night after the 
executive of the Associated j 
Society of Locomotive Engi¬ 
neers and Firemen (Aslef) de¬ 
cided to accept a. peace formula , 
that should ensure the restore- ' 
tion of services on the Eastern 
Region. - 

Mr Ray Buckron, the union’s 
general secretary, and his nego¬ 
tiating team met British Rail¬ 
ways Board officials during the 
day. They decided that the 
dispute, which, has disrupted 
services since Monday, should 
be discussed fully at local level. 

Mr Buckton said: “ If they 
had not agreed with us there 
would have been trouble, but 
we have averted it.” 

Be hoped his members, at 
King’s Cross would adhere to , 
the executive’s recommenda¬ 
tion and dedde on Monday to 
return to work. 

Throughout ■ the dispute, 
which began when a driver was 
sent home - on Monday after 
refusing to .work on reduced 
services which came in on' 
March 1, Mr Buckton has con¬ 
demned the management for 
what he called provocative 
action against his members. 

Mr Buckton seemed-satisfied 
yesterday with the progress he 
had made at the' meeting, 
although the railways board 
would not agree to restore the 
cut services. 

The union seemed 'satisfied 1 
that the dispute had been dis¬ 
cussed, as it had -demanded, ar 
national leveL It is recom¬ 
mending members to work 
normally so that further talks 
can continue. 

Services on Eastern Region 
continued to improve through¬ 
out yesterday. Only two of the 
76 depots. King’s Cross and 
Worksop, were still involved in 
the unofficial Industrial action. 

Earlier, the railways board 
made clear that , it had not 
agreed to restore services on the 
Eastern Region to the pre- 
March 1 level. That was one -of 
Aslefs main demands and will 
be the subject of painstaking 
bargaining. 


Mr Benn approves 
nuclear fuel 
reprocessing contract

The. staterowned British 
Nuclear .Fuels Ltd has been 
given Government approval to 
proceed with its controversial 
£500m fuel reprocessing deal 
with Japan, but the work is to : 
be shared with a French 
organization, possibly on - an 
equal basis. 

In a parliamentary written 
ceply yesterday, Mr Wedgwood 
Benn, Secretary of ■ State for 
Energy, said tnd Government 
hud given full consideration to 
the safety and environmental - 
implications of British Nuclear 
Fuels taking on further repro¬ 
cessing work. 

He added: “ The company' 
may, subject to the negotiation 
of satisfactory terms, take on 
farther work on the basis that 
the contracts will include terms 
to ensure that the company will. 
hare the option to return resi¬ 
dual raSioactive waste and will 
not .be obliged to retain it in 
this country for long-term stor¬ 
age; and that suitable under- : 
takings in support of the return 
option are reached between the 
United" Kingdom Government 
and. the government of the 
country concerned • • 

Welcoming the decision, Bri¬ 
tish Nuclear Fuels, said- that the 
company hoped to. conclude 
ltegotiatiass soon on the Japan¬ 
ese deaL It would rtaver the 
reprocessing of 4,000-tonnes of 
fuel, beginn&g in 1379 and con- 
tinm'sg lor 10 to 15 years. The 
French reprocessing organiza-.' 
tion, Compagnie Generals?^des 
Matieres -Nudeaires,. would, par-- 
tidpate in the business. 

The French connexion is' 
through United Reprocessprs, a 
tripartite market-sharing group 
set up by the British, French’ 1 
and West German governments. • 
Involvement of the French 
company in the Japanese work ' 
is subject to tiie approval of 
the Japanese enridiment and . 
reprocessing group. 

Mr Bean's decision opened 
the way for further discussions 
on other overseas business, the 
British company said. It 
remained the company’s inten¬ 
tion to gain contracts for 
6,000 tonnes of overseas repro¬ 


cessing work in Japan, Europe 
and elsewhere. 

In the British Government's 
view, nothing in .British Nuclear 
Fuel’s proposed contract whIi 
J apan would be in breach of 
obligations under the non-proli¬ 
feration treaty. 

The, British reprocessing is 
done at Windscale, Cumbria, 
where liquid radioactive waste 
is stored in stainless steel tanks, 
shielded in concrete. Two new 
reprocessing .plants are to be 
built there, one for fuel from 
the .British domestic pro¬ 
grammes xnd the other as a 
support and for overseas work. 

By about 1990 it should he 
possible to convert the liquid 
waste, into blocks of inert, in¬ 
soluble glass. Enclosed in 
staining steeL the blocks would 
be' stored under iVater until 
they could be disposed of 
safely. 

The cost of the new reproces¬ 
sing facilities at Windscale, to¬ 
gether with associated plant, 
including that . for the 
“glassification™ process, is ex- 

■ pected to total about £900m 
over the next 10 years.

British' Airways aud Air 
France received some comfort 
today iu their battle against 
opponents of Concorde from Mr 
John McLucas, head of. the 
Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion in Washington.

Nigerians invite

Nearly half . foe country's 
sixth forms had fewer than 50 
pupils and few had more than 
a hundred. But some schools 
offered a multiplicity of options 
that would be justified only if 
the sixth form had 250 'pupils. 

He said he was in favour of 
children who wished to continue 
their education beyond 16 going 
to a different institution such 
as. a sixth-form college or col¬ 
lege of further- education.' . 

Mr Lambert emphasized that 
be was speaking in his -personal 
capacity.

Concession by P oland 

opens the way for 

Bonn to ratify accords

Bonn, March 12 

A last-minute concession by 
Poland over altering a word in 
the text of a letter persuaded 
the West German Opposition to 
drop its plan to block the rati¬ 
fication today of three treaties 
between Bonn and Warsaw. 

The concession related, to a 
letter from Herr Genscherj the- 
West German Foreign Minister, 
to Mr Olszowski, his Polish 
couirterparr. 

The original version, thrashed 
out in. a marathon negotiating 
session earlier this week, said 
that after up to 125,000 ethnic 
Germans had been allowed to 
leave Poland by 1980, as pro- 
Tided for in one of the three 
pacts, “exit permits can- be 
issued” to other members or 
Poland’s German minority of 
280,000. . . 

The Opposition Christian 
Democrats (CDU) said they 
would reject the treaties unless 
the phrase were amended to 
read “ will he issued **. Late last 
night word came from Warsaw 
that Mr Olszowski had agreed 
to this. 

The Bundesrat (Upper 
Douse), where the federal states 
are represented and. the Oppo¬ 
sition has a majority of 11, 
voted unanimously today' in 
favour of the one agreement 
among the three ■ that touched 
on states’ rights and thereby 
removed the last obstacle to 
ratification. 

Now only, the signature of 
President Scheel and promulga¬ 
tion in the Federal Gazette, fol¬ 
lowed by die exchange of the 
instruments of ratification are 
required. 

The vote saved not' only the 
Government’s policy o£ recon¬ 
ciliation with Poland; it rescued 
the Opposition from an embar¬ 
rassing situation. By using its 
voting strength in the Bun¬ 
desrat, it could have brought 
on a constitutional crisis. 

The treaties cover emigra¬ 
tion of ethnic. Germans, a 
credit of DM1,000m (£200m) to 
Poland, and the payment of 
DML300m to Warsaw to settle 
pension claims. 

Because the last agreement 
involves regionally-based social 
insurance societies and also 
work by employees of the state 
governments here, the consent 
of. the Bundesrat was held to 
be necessary. i. 

The Christian Democrats 
main objection related to die 
emigration treaty, which did 
not require Upper House 
approval. They were in 
danger, therefore, of appearing 
to week the entire package on 
a technicality by rejecting the 
pension deal (to which it did 
not object) to block the emi¬ 
gration agreement, which was 
no business of the Bundesrat 
at all. 

This would have been a 


propaganda gift to the Govern¬ 
ment and would have ensured 
that the prospects of a change 
of coalition partner by the 
Free Democrats, who are now 
- sharing power with the Social 
Democrats, receded much 
farther into die future than it 
now lies.. 

No sooner had the result of 
the voting been announced; 
however, than it was k revealed 
that the Christian Social Union 
executive, meeting in Munich, 
had .rejected the treaties 
unanimously, but had failed to 
contact the Bavarian Prime 
Minister before he -cast ihe. 
state's five votes for the pack¬ 
age. The CSU is the Bavarian 
wing of the CDU. . 

The CSUj which precipitated 
the Opposition’s original de¬ 
cision to obstruct the tre aties , 
thus demonstrated with extra¬ 
ordinary timin g that the CDU- 
GSU alliance remains at least 
as uneasy as that. between 
Social Democrats and Free 
Democrats, a handsome conso¬ 
lation prize to the Government 
after all ‘ its difficulties over 
Poland. 

The Opposition used its 
Bundesrat majority today to 
delay a Government Bill 
libe ralizing ■ West Germany’s 
extremely strict abortion law 
by remiting the draft to the 
liaison committee of Bundesrat 
and Bundestag. The CDU-CSU 
alliance objects to the law 
because it regards it as too lax. 

An. earlier Bill allowing 
abortion on demand in the first 
three months of pregnancy was 
quashed by the Federal Consti¬ 
tutional Court as an infringe¬ 
ment of the constitution 
guarantee of the right to life- 
The present Bill, which will 
probably become law with some 
modifications in summer, per¬ 
mits abortion on a number of 
sorial and health grounds. 

Warsaw, March 12.—Poland 
officially welcomed the ratifica¬ 
tion by the Bundesrat of the 
Polish-West German agreements 
as highly important for the two 
nations as well as for the rest 
of Europe. 

A Government spokesman 
said: “ The Polish side be¬ 

lieves that the complete imple¬ 
mentation of the agreements 
and honest fulfilment of their 
provisions will help to over¬ 
come burdens of the past and 
to shape new relations between 
the two nations.” 

Poland had from ' the be¬ 
ginning taken an unequivocal 
view that full implementation 
of the Gierek-Schmidt agree¬ 
ments might be the only basis 
for further normalization of 
relations with West Germany. 

The spokesman described 
" normalization ” as “ import¬ 
ant for the d6teote and for the 
development of European co¬ 
operation”.—AP.

£6m Dutch 
bribes to 
Argentines 
alleged

A Dutch Cabinet Minister 
and the Netherlands Central 
Bank approved a £6m bribe paid 
by a Dutch rolling stock manu¬ 
facturer to numbered Swiss bank 
■accounts belonging' to Argen¬ 
tine officials, including the late 
President Juan Perdu,: the 
Amsterdam newspaper De Tele- 
graaf alleged today— ■ 

In' order to clinch' a £130m 
order, negotiated on govern¬ 
ment instigation ’ partially by 
Prince'Bernhard of Ike Nether¬ 
lands, the firm is said to have 
agreed to pay the bribe. The 
transaction was first approved 
by a member of the Dutch 
Cabinet, led.at the tone of the 
order in 1951 by Dr Willem 
Dress, and by the director of 
the Netherlands .• Bank. The 
director of -.the bank in turn 
obtained approval from the 
bank's president, Dr Mariurn 
Holtrop. Dr Drees today denied 
that be knew of on approval 

for the briber 

Dr Holtrop, who & 73, was 
president of the Nechenands 
Bank from 1945 to 1967. He is 
now a member of the commis¬ 
sion of three “wise men* 
appointed last month by the 
Dutch Government to investi¬ 
gate allegations that Prince 
Bernhard had received $Llm 
(£550,000) in - bribes from the 
Lockheed Corporation. 

The firm involved, Werk- 
spoor, now part of the VMIF 
concern, is also alleged to have 
given President Perdn a luxury 
private train, and presented bis 
wife Evita with jewelry worth 
£&000. - - - 

The alleged bribe is said to 
have been deducted by Werk- 
spoor from its profits before 
tax. The State Secretary for 
Finance has confirmed recently 
that firms may deduct bribes 
without disclosing to whom they 
have been paid. They have only 
to convince the Inland Revenue 
that the bribe was necessary to 
complete the transaction. How¬ 
ever, attempts to bribe Dutch 
dvH servants, local or central 
government officials or mem¬ 
bers of Parliament are an 
offence. 

Dr Holtrop returned to The 
Netherlands today from Wash¬ 
ington. A statement from the 
commission of three wise men 
said that be bad miked to tbe 
new Lockheed president, to the 
chairman of the United States 
Security mid Exchange Com¬

Long terms sought for Moluccans

The Hague, March 12 

Sentences ranging from 12 to 
18 years were sought by the 
public prosecutor at the close 
of tbe case against the seven 
young South Moluccans who 
admit hijacking a train last 
December. Two hostages and 
the train driver died during 
the 13-day siege. 

The judges will give their rer- 
dict on the charges of murder 
and manslaughter on March 26. 

Young South Moluccans from 
communities close to the pro¬ 
vincial town of Assen, where 
the trial was held, flooded into 
the town centre after the 
prosecutor’s demands had been 
made public. They, held an 
emotional demonstration in pro¬ 
test against what they see- as • 
the Dutch Governments failure 
to recognize their political aims. 

The 33,000 Moluccans in The 
Netherlands, exiled more than 
25 years ago from islands which 
now form part of Indonesia, 


demand that the Dutch honour 
the promise made at the time 
to return them to an indepen¬ 
dent republic of their own. 

The prosecution stated in a 
final speech that the guilt of 
tbe seven had been firmly es¬ 
tablished. Each bad admitted 
fully his own role in the plan¬ 
ning of the hijacking and the 
death of the victims. Sentences 
of 18 years were demanded for 
Paul Saitmma, aged 25, and 
Eliza Hahury, aged 24, both of 
whom claimed the main respon¬ 
sibility for tbe execution of two 
hostages. Mr Hahury is a 
nephew of Dr Chris Soumokfl, 
President of the short-lived 
independent South Moluccan 
Republic, who was executed in 
Indonesia in 1967. 

Speaking in defence of the 
accused Dr Jan Manusama, 
president of the South Moluccan 
Republic in exile, told the court 
that the ideal of die indepen¬ 
dent republic was difficult to 
understand outside the Moluc¬ 
can community. “It is like a 


stained glass window ”, he said. 
“ Outside yon can see the pat¬ 
tern, but only from the inside 
can you see the beauty”. " _ 

Psychologists’ reports read in 
court described aH the accused 
as mentally sound, but fanati¬ 
cally occupied with the ideal of 
the return to an independent 
republic. None of the hostages 
were called as witnesses by the 
prosecution, hut two, chosen by 
the others as their representa¬ 
tives, appeared for the defence. 
Many of _ the surviving hostages 
have maintained dose contacts 
with the relatives of the hi¬ 
jackers, and some say they will 
visit them in jail. 

Another group of seven 
. young Moluccans will stand 
trial on March 23 in Amster¬ 
dam I They stormed the Indo¬ 
nesian Consulate and held hos¬ 
tages there. One consulate 
employee died after jumping 
from a window. Moluccans 
have threatened more violence 
if the courts treat the case as 
criminal rather than political. 


Christian Democrat move 
against abortion Bill

Rome, March 12 
A national referendum- on 
abortion this spring has become 
a strong possibility -after a stif¬ 
fening of Christian Democrat 
resistance to the Abortion BiH 
now before Parliament.- 
The prospects of a referen¬ 
dum have in turn increased tbe 
possibility of a general election 
called partly to avoid this highly 
divisive and potentially trauma¬ 
tic event.

Nato’s 1,200 permanent civil 
servants are threatening to stop 
work next week unless their 
demands for increases in cost- 
of-living allowances are met. 
They insist that the action they 
are contemplating should not 
be called a strike; they would 
sit at their desks, but not work. 

Tbe staff (excluding diplo¬ 
mats, military personnel and 
employees of national delega¬ 
tions) have told the manage¬ 
ment^ which consists of the 15 
member-governments of the 
alliance, that they want foil 
compensation for rises in the 
cost-of-living. 

Until July last year, every 
five-point rise in the cost of 
living index was reflected in a 
corresponding increase in the 
allowances paid to Nato staff.

- He emphasized the import¬ 
ance of decolonization and said 
time neither the former mon¬ 
archy, nor the republic, nor 
the dictatorship, had had a real 
economic policy. 

He attacked the sixrh provi¬

v The government settled for 
ai policy of compromise which 
was not always respected and 
was even questioned by the 
parties supporting it. “ There is 
not a democratic state in the 
modern sense of the word, 
which reduces the efficacy of 
the government.

Thousands 
of Nigerians

Lagos, March 12.—Thousands 
of people watched the public 
executions of * 30 men con¬ 
demned for their role hi last 
month’s . -abortive coup in 
Nigeria, Lagos radio said today. 
Fifteen soldiers went before 
firing squad yesterday at Kiri- 
kui .and the others were execu¬ 
ted on a beach, the radio added. 

A total of : 125 people, soldiers 
• and civilians, were, arrested in 
connexion with the attempted 
coup on February 13, in which 
General Mortals 
the head of state, was assassi¬ 
nated. Forty were released. 

A radio correspondent at 
Kirikiri said that thousands of 
people gathered- to watch the 
execxxtfons-. ■** Security men had 
the uncomfortable -task of keep¬ 
ing the. impatient crowd under 
control ”, he reported. “Two 
priests-and a (Muslim 

religions leader), led. . last 
prayers ’ for the - condemned 
men, who made confessions and 
left messages for 7 their rela¬ 
tions. After the execution 
the crowd chanted in support 
of the federal Government.' 

Another ■ correspondent for 
the radio said, that Major- 
General Bisalla, the federal 
Defence Com mis s i oner, 
among -die 15 executed on the 
beach. 

“They were all in mufti”, 
the radio said.

The Gujarat state Govern¬ 
ment was today defeated in a 
budget vote and . Mr Babubhai 
Patel, the Chief ■. Minister, 
resigned. 

Gujarat was the only state 
whose government was not con¬ 
trolled fay tbe Congress Party. 
The Kerala and Kashmir 
-governments, although led by 
non-Cougress personalities, rely 
mainly on the support of the 
Congress Party.. • 

. The fall of the Gujarat Gov- 
. eminent was expected since 
: February 11, when the peasants* 
'and workers’ party, which sup¬ 
ported it, dissolved itself.' In 
the past few days eight mem¬ 
bers of die defunct party and 
one of the Jana Sangb Party 
joined the Congress Party, 
raising its strength to 90 in a 
: House of 179. 

The Congress-led Opposition 
today-pressed a division on the 


budget of the state’s civil sup¬ 
plies department The Govern' 
menr was defeated by 89 votes 
to 87. 

The Gujarat Government had 
been formed by a coalition of 
non-communist parties, the 
People’s Front, after, the elec¬ 
tion of last July. More members 
are expected to join the Con¬ 
gress Party. 

Before resigning the Gujarat 
Government bad ordered an in¬ 
quiry into the. discovery this 
week of a cache of dynamite. 

Delhi, March 12.—Gujarat 
was placed under President’s 
rule today. The presidential 
proclamation - was issued here 
after Mr K. K. Viswanathan, 
the state Governor, told the 
central Cabinet that no party 
or combination of parties was 
in a position to form a stable 
government.

Mr David Watkins (Consett, 
Lab>, moving tbe second reading 
of the Industrial Common Owner¬ 
ship Bin, said a common owner- 
5 -iip enterprise was a self-govern- 

,-ing association of people wbo 
■ were productively engaged, and 
the association existed to enhance 
the quality of life of its work¬ 
ing members and to serve the. 
wider community. 

In such a concern, after taxes 
had been paid and provision bad 
been made for reinvestment tbe 
remaining profits were used to 
provide a bonus for the working 
. members and for social purposes 
as might be defined by the mem¬ 
bers. 

In recent years there had been 
a remarkable growth of such en¬ 
terprises and there was a move 
fur die conversion of conven¬ 
tional-type companies into com¬ 
mon ownership. 

The Bill gave an overall pro¬ 
tection by providing that the Chief 
Registrar of Friendly Societies 
must be satisfied as to the bona 
fide nature of each enterprise. 

It prodded a simple and in¬ 
expensive procedure for changing 
from a shareholding company to 
a common ownership enterprise. 

If the Secrctarv of State was 
satisfied that a bodv existed gen¬ 
uinely to assist the development 
of a common ownership enterprise 
be could, with the consent of 
the Treasury, make grants and 
loans to Jr. 

Mr Esmond Bulmcr (Kiddermin¬ 
ster. C) said the excesses of the 
industrial revolution were tori lien 
across tbc landscape and industrial 
relations. They could not be 
cured simply by the passage or 
time, but bad to be met by new 


thinking. Mr Watkins’s ideas 
broke new ground. 

Air Nell Carmichael, Under 
Secretary for Industry (Glasgow, 
Keltfogrove, Lab), said subject to 
some qualifications the Government 
were iu broad sympathy with the 
principles behind the BOi. Regret¬ 
tably, because of the heavy 
legislative programme in the cur¬ 
rent session it was doubtful if 
Government time could be found 
for it. 

Tbe Government were consider¬ 
ing tbeir commitment to help 
develop the role of the cooperative 
movement. Interested parties had 
been consulted on ways in which 
the commitment could be carried 
out. 

The Secretary of State for Trade 
(Mr Peter Shore) had recently 
had informal talks with the Co¬ 
operative Union. But this must 
be a matter of priorities. 

The Bill should include provi¬ 
sion ro ensure that consultations 
rook place with recc/gnized trade 
unions and that there was trade 
union representation on any cen¬ 
tral machinery that might be 
established. He hoped the House 
would give the BOI a second read¬ 
ing am! looked forward to it 
reaching the statute book in a 
suitably amended form. 

Mr Norman Tebbit (Waltham 
Forest. Chingford, C), for the 
Opposition, said nothing but good 
cc-uid come from working men 
runnins businesses- and U scum ins 
familiar with tbe responsibilities 
and difficulties as. well as the 
rewards of so doing. 

The Bill was read a second time. 

The Chronically Sick and Dis¬ 
abled Persons (Amendment) (No 
2) Bill was read a second time.

St George 
not guilty 
of slaying 
Dragon 

European Parliament 
Strasbourg 

An emergency resolution was 
carried urging the Council of 
Ministers to extend the Dragon 
higher temperature reactor project 
at Winfrith, Dorset, until the cod 
of this year. The resolution con¬ 
sidered that the sudden termina¬ 
tion of the Dragon project on 
March 31 could on*^ discredit 
European cooperation in energy 
research. The Council were also 
urged to approve the Comrufs- 
sinn’s mint-programme to study 
aH that could be learnt from the 
work on the Dragon project. 

Mir Gerd Spring orum (West 
Germany C-D\ chairman of the 
committee on energy, research and 
technology, said the resolution was 
designed to ensure that the work 
on Dragon was neither forgotten 
nor wasted. All information and 
data should be available for future 
research work. 

Mr Gerhard Flamig (Wes l 
Germany, Soc) for the Socialist 
Group, said the project was dead 
but the experience gained must be 
exploited and a final report 
drafted. Thar would not cost tbc 
earth. High temperature research 
would continue in other establish¬ 
ments in the Community. 

Mr Tom Norman ton (UK, 
Chcadlc, Cl, for the Conservative 
Group, said the project had been 
a success in technological and 
scientific terms. The scientists 
had been an effective team. The 
project had been terminated pre¬ 
maturely. representing the sacri¬ 
fice of long-term benefits for 
short-term advantage- In many 
quarters there was a feeling that 
partisan considerations. Including 
antipathy ro the concept of the 
Community, might wen have 
played some part in influencing 
the decision. 

Herr Guido Brunner, Commis¬ 
sioner for research, commented in 
English amid laughter that who¬ 
ever killed the Dragon this time, 
it certainly was nor St George. 

The Commission wanted to get 
all the information they could 
from the project and were pre¬ 
pared to pay a large part of the 
cosr. They would do ft through 
rhelr own budget and would cover 
the cost without need for a sup¬ 
plementary budget. 

Work should be focused on the 
furtherance of research OH high 
temperature metals. Tlury would 
like this v.ork to continue until 
the end of the year.

arrangements in the Conunnnity-. 

The Commission were requested 
to investigate without delay the 
possible drawbacks of the intro¬ 
duction of summer time for inter- 
natinna) passenger and goods 
traffic within the EEC and on the 
basis of its findings, ro submit 
appropriately revised proposals to 
the Council of Ministers. Nego¬ 
tiations were also suggested with 
Austria and Switzerland. 

Mrs Winifred Ewing (UK, 
Moray and Nairn, Scot Nat) said 
the _ experiment in Britain of 
British standard time all the year 
round was unpopular. Coming 
from a northern part of Europe 
The knew how darkness had 
affected children going to school. 
There was an effect also on road 
accidents. She would resist 
another attempt at tbc experi¬ 
ment.

The 
British never caught up with 
them, and the loss of this and 
a ma« of other actuality f il m 
shot by Irish and foreign 
cameramen in those eventful 
years is due only to a neglig¬ 
ence towards their own history 
quite uncharacteristic of the 
Irish.

She first 
encountered the literary lion 
of the day, Blasco Ibanez, at a 
party, and a's a good Irish 
Catholic girl upbraided him 
roundly for his treatment of 
the Church. The argument 
became so heated that' the 
great man’s false teeth flew 


out and straight down Miss 
Naldi’s corsage. Without paus¬ 
ing for breath, Ibanez plunged 
his hand into the crevasse^ re¬ 
trieved his teeth and clapped 
them back into his mouth. 
Evidently the experience had 
made an impression upon him, 
however, for he insisted that 
Miss Naldi should star oppo¬ 
site Rudolph Valentino in the 
film of bis novel Blood and 
Sand. 

This scholarly, entertaining 
and unexpectedly passionate 
exhibition must surety provide 
the Irish with a rallying point, 
if not for a whole immediate 


concept of a national film in¬ 
dustry. at least for the creation 
of an Irish film museum. When 
so much rare and valuable ephe¬ 
meral material—posters, photo¬ 
graphs, fragmentary pro¬ 
grammes, drawings and docu¬ 
ments—have been conjured 
from out of nowhere with such 
.effort it would be a disgrace 
to the .country if they were 
simply dissipated and returned 
at the close of the Dublin Arts 
Festival to the mercy of chance 
and time.

Stronger than truth 


To act as if fiction were 
Btronger than truth is a form of 
delusional behaviour reserved 
for those addicts of The 
Archers, Crossroads, etc, who 
send birthday cards, wreaths, 
condolences or whatever as the 
diaracters age, die or _ experi¬ 
ence some kind of preAlnmiary 
misfortune. At least so you 
might suppose. But you wotrid 
be wrong. The followers of 
Sfceriock Holmes and Dr Wat¬ 
son seem every bit as certain 
of the existence of the Princs 
of Sleuths, his faithful Medi¬ 
cal Attendant and 22IB as 
anyone you care to name 
of that of Dan and Peggy 
and tiie Bull at Ambridge. So 
much was apparent from The 
Baker Street Regulars by 
Lionel W. Bailey, the third and 
last in that entertaining series, 
The Devotees, which has been 
looking at the antics of some 
literary fan clubs. 

The second was about Toe 
White Boar Society which, says 
tins week’s Listener, there can 
be few to matdh ** for the dedi¬ 
cated, stainless pursuit of pure 
tumbleweed ”. Ah, my dear sir, 
when you wrote that, you bad 
not heard about the Hobnes- 
isszs. At least the White Boar 
persons devote their ener gies 
to an attempt to straighten out 
the reputation of a man who 
did exist; the Dickens lovers 
who preceded them, despite 
some quirks, are primarily in¬ 
terested in spreading the 
Master’s Word. Among the 
Sohnssiaszs, however,, the situa¬ 
tion is as if Pinocchio had not 
only come to Hfe and cut his 
'strings, but utterly suppressed 
the puppeteer: Sherlock and 
Watson have become more real 
than their cre at or. 

Several people, we are told, 
have written works of pains¬ 
taking scholarship in an attempt 
to establish a definitive chrono¬ 
logy of the great man’s cases; 
others argue over the precise 
meaning to be given to refer¬ 
ences to "Watson’s marriage. 
Mind you, ali this is doubt¬ 
less a harmless enthusiasm of 
the ancient or the middle-aged 
and will wane as its sup¬ 
porters pass away- Wrong 
again: The Sherlock Holmes 
Society's membership is in a 
very healthy state indeed and 
more and more, the applicants 
are voung. 

There was further amusement 
to be had from people gambol¬ 
ling in the fields of make- 
believe with The Wickedest 
Man in the World, James 
Webb’s examination of the life 
and behaviour oE Aleister Crow¬ 
ley, born 1875 in Leamington 
Spa to a family of Plymouth 
Bretheren. At school one of his 
amiable fellows put about the 
story that he had been observed 
at home lying at the foot of the 
stairs dead drunk. That the 
story stuck says something 
about Crowley’s reputation even 
in his early teens; certainly the 
school authorities assumed the 
accusation to be true and, un¬ 
deterred by anything so mun¬ 
dane as the need to establish a 
few facts, bounded the boy for 
a confession. It is perhaps no 
surprise that he took agm aB 
forms of Christianity and from 
that day on the story is ahnost 
a classic of bow a man with a 
well developed sense of the 


dramatic can over-react to the 
trammels of his upbringing. 

Accordingly Crowley dabbled 
in all such things as came his 
way. At last, he claimed, his 
Holy ' Guardian Angel had 
spoken to him: if Crowley 
possessed any powers beyond 
. that imperiousness of the self- 
preoccupied obsessive which 
enables him to dominate 
others, they did not emerge 
from ,Mr Webb's account 
The picture was rather 
of a man who, as he aged, 

. grew increasingly silly: that 
prancing in Mayfair to greet 
the son;- the prophecies— 
“There’s a great change com¬ 
ing”: indeed there was—he 
got thrown out of his flat. When 
Lord Bradwell, then Tom Dei- 
met him for lunch, he 
broke off the conver¬ 
sation: “Pardon me, while 
invoke the moon”. Yet some¬ 
where amongst the ruins there 
may once have been a men of 
some talents—in the biblical 
sense. 

The week’s most remarkable 
play radio owes to the theatre: 
the Garland/Hotrice rendering 
of Aubrey's Brief Lives. But 
radio, I think, improved on the 
original occasion for we were 
left with words, expres¬ 
sive sound effects and the 
superlative delivery. Roy 
Dotrice was fresh as if it were 
the first time, fresh as if he had 
just thought q£ what he wished 
to say. On yes, there was some 
malice in the telling bat it was 
a spice, not a corrosive, and was 
always second in this marvel¬ 
lous creation to an insatiable, 
fascinated interest 114 and 
wonder 24 the doings of his 
fellow men. Dotrice’s Aubrey 
brought all thk to his remin¬ 
iscences with a most winning 
confidence - that his listeners 
would share it. Who could not ? 
(Producer; Roger Pine. 
Repeated Sunday R4, 230) 
Peter Brent’s A Time to he Still 
(Producer: David Spenser) was 
at long last a successful shot at 
a theme which has so far pro¬ 
duced only bosh. George 
Callyer, businessman and 
prisoner to the doctrine of 
success, finds the deal that will 
crown his career blocked by the 
guru of the minister respons¬ 
ible. This Swami Sartvanada has 
already impinged on Colter's 
life in several aggravating ways 
and now the Englishman con¬ 
fronts him in a well-managed 
cultural clash, a clash made 
more telling fay the way in 
which the despairing noises of 
the West crossed in ambition 
were met, not by the usual 
windy transcendentalisms, bat 
by some very plain words from 
the East. All in all a satisfactory 
script with acting and direction 
to match.

On Wednesday (R4) Group-Cap- 
min Peter Townsend’s The Lost 
Emperor looks attractive.

No one in England has done 
more for that mystery man of 
the keyboard, Charles-Valentin 
Alk an . than Ronald Smith.

On a more mun¬ 
dane level, it stifles what soeir.s 
to be an attempt to cor.frbrt 
the impact of outside political 
interests on an enclosed com¬ 
munity.

Mr Andreas Evriviades 
Wideson, president of the 
island’s hotel-keepers associa¬ 
tion and manager of the rour 
Lanterns Hotel m IaMO, 
says: “We have bad. the best 
vear since we opened in 1347. 

In a somewhat ironic fashion 
the Turkish invasion which 
crushed more than 70 per cent 
of the island’s tourist industry, 
one of its main sources of 
revenue, has brought a surpris¬ 
ing benefit for the holiday¬ 
maker. 

As one leading businessman 
du* it: “There is no fighting, 
no Eoka, no Enosis, no patrol^ 
and no guns—life gosS on, and 
so much the better." Just 
recently, however, the border 
between two parts of the 
island has been tightened and 
it is more difficult, if not 
nearly impossible,' for the 
casual visitor to pass from one 
side to the other. Nevertheless, 
the general situation is quieter 
and, as far as the holiday¬ 
maker is concerned, probably 
much safer than in many pre¬ 
vious years. The Apolloma 
Beach Hotel at Limassol has 
never been fuller—mostly Bri¬ 
tish, Scandinavians, some Ger¬ 
mans and, for the first time, a 
few Japanese. Mr Andreas 
Theodotou, who has been at 
the hotel since it opened some 
four years ago, says: “We in 
fact bad 93 per cent occupancy 
during the summer months 
and had to turn people away: 

Traditionally, visitors from 
Britain have always focused on 
Kyrenia and Famagusta, now 
in Turkish hands, and largely 
neglected the south-west region 
of the island. 

This area has always been 
unexploited and, apart from 
the occasional visitor who 
passes through Lamaca and 
Limassol on his way to and 
from the Troodos mountains, 
is comparatively unknown. 
Paphos has always been a long, 
hot journey by car from Fama¬ 
gusta or Nicosia and has conse¬ 
quently been left off the 
tourist map to a large extent. 

Although not quite so archi¬ 
tecturally attractive, Paphos 
Willi its curving harboqr front 
tiny old font and its gaggle of

restaurants—not forgetting the 
' solitary pelican (the other died 
in a matin’ accident)—will 
become the Kyrenia of the 
south. The two-year-old Paphos 
. Beach Hotel, now ran by 
Alecos Michaelides from the 
Turkish-held Evagoras Court 
Hotel, crouches at the side of 
the bay, unfortunately not in 
the best place for easy bathing, 
but with a comfortable pool 
and terraces to' shelter from 
the breeze. 


There is a splendid view 
across the harbour to the fort. 
Nearby, is the Myra restaurant 
just opened by Andreas Yian- 
novros, who used to.be at the 
exclusive Corner Restaurant in 
Nicosia. The Myra provides a 
welcome change from hotel food. 

" As you alter Paphos, on the 
Limassol road just past the 
Grecian style schools, is the 
New Olympus—® two-scar, com¬ 
fortably furnished hotel of the 
old style. 


Paphos, with its Saturday 
market crowds of peasants from 
the surrounding villages who 
come in to sell their produce, 
is totally unspoilt. How long it 
will remain so is a matter for 

conjecture. ArchaeologicaHy, it 
is one of the richest areas on 
the island, with the splendid 
mosaics of the House of 
Dionysos and the intriguing so- 
called Tombs of the Kings; 
High up bn the mountainside a 
quarter of an hour’s drive 


away is the tranquil world of 
the Ayios Wephytos monastery, 
with its brilliant medieval fres¬ 
coes. Accommodation is avail¬ 
able for the traditional one 
night to any- visitor. who cares 
to accept the hospitality of the 
monks. 

Some eight miles from 
Paphos in the new “English 
colony 40 at Coral Bay one of 
the best beaches on the south¬ 
west coast Already about 30 
villas have been built as part 


of a big development by Har¬ 
bour Shore Estates. Nearly all 
have been bought by the Bri¬ 
tish. The whole bay is part of 
a major complex which has 
been under way for a number 
of years. It is planned to build 
a hotel there this year, and 
there is no doubt it wili re¬ 
place Kyrenia as the centre for 
many expatriates. 

Along the curving coast road 
from Paphos to Limassol are 
many places worth stopping 


at—the baths of Aphrodite and 
a number of delightful small 
bays such as Pissouri—two 
miles off the main road just 
bef ore the British base .at Epis- 
kopi. Pissouri used to hare a 
jetty, now long gone, but the 
old yellow scone warehouses 
for storing the carob crop 
stand empty, derelict and 
windswept.

It would have been wiser of 
North, with so imbalanced a 
hand, to rebid his spades on 
tbe second round, os Reese sug¬ 
gests. But North had a diffi¬ 
cult choice between Two and 
Three Spades and had been so 
brainwashed by the distin¬ 
guished author, he dared 
not refrain from raising Clubs 
■with four to the king jack. 
Needless to say, Reese managed 
to scramble home in Clubs 
where the ordinary player col¬ 
lects nine tricks at No tramps. 

West led the tfK and 
switched to a trump. You 
might fiii.nk that declarer would 
hove a chance of 11 tricksr by 

playing on diamonds but unless 
the 0 J 10 9 are alone there is 
little hope. Reese preferred to 
play on spades by winning the 
trump in dummy and leading a 
small spade immediately. 

When East produced tbe *A 
Reese concluded that it must 
be a singleton (because South 
would have left four spades 
if he held an honour in spades) 
and he adopted a different plan. 
After ruffing with the AQ he 
cashed the 6Q, reentered his 
hand with a round of trumps 
and established his long 
diamond. On the lead of the *K 
from dummy East ruffed with 
his remaining trump and South 
discarded a losing heart. East 
could only return a heart, and 
declarer had gained the extra, 
and crucial, trick by allowing 
East to hold the trick. So the 
lesson is that a defender 
should always think twice 
before ruffing with his last 
trump.

Tony Miles’s recent success in 
securing the title of inter- 
national grandmaster at th e age 
of 20 illustrates a quite extra- 
ordinary phenomenon in the his* 
tory of international chess. This 
relates to the attainment of 
maturity by chess masters at a 
rapidly decreasing age. And 
the situation is even more re¬ 
markable than I described it 
last week since in fact Karpov 
was not the youngest grand¬ 
master to have achieved, that 
rank. It was Bobby Fischer 
who qualified for the title at 
the age of 15, when, in 1958, 
he came equal fifth and sixth at 
the Interzonal Tournament at 
Portoroz in Yugoslavia, there¬ 
by qualifying for the Candi¬ 
dates’ Tournament the following 
year. I should not have forgot¬ 
ten this since I was the chief 
arbiter at both events, hut'it 
is a melancholy sign as to how 
far one has dismissed the for¬ 
mer world champion in one s 
mind from the practical world 
of chess. 

When I was a young master, 
over 40 years ago, a master 
was deemed to be at his peak 
in his early forties. Twenty 
years ago the peak would have 
been reckoned round shout the 
early thirties and now that I am 
not so young ire find Tony 
MHes giving it as Ins considered 
opinion that there is only .a 
little room for improvement in 


his play at the age of 20. And 
he is probably right. A cer¬ 
tain damnable iteration may bo 
noticed in the way I keep on! 
about my own personal experi¬ 
ences. But it is relevant In 
1933 I was regarded as too 
young to represent this country 
in the Folkestone Olympiad, or 
International Team Tournament 
as it was then known. In 1964 
I was thought too old to play 
in the En glis h team at the Tel 
Aviv Olympiad. That on bath 
occasions the selectors discov¬ 
ered their error afterwards did 
not help much. 

Nor, considering it now, can I 
blame the selectors for their 
method or principles of selec¬ 
tion. Maxima reverentia debetur 

E weri is a saying that should 
e taught to every selector. And, 
even though procedures were 
somewhat different in times 
past, it was always realized 
that youth, with its promise for 
tbe future and with its swift 
keenness of perception that is 
essential for playing chess well, 
was a precious quality of para¬ 
mount importance in evaluating 
the strength of a chess-master. 

When, in the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury, Roy Lopez visited Rome 
in order to secure the con¬ 
firmation of a presentation to 
a benefice, he met ail the lead¬ 
ing Italian players but was not 
much impressed save for a 
youngster named Giovanni 


Leonardo “ que se ha-da llamar 
el muchacho de Roma;. j g esto ■ 
estando en Roma al principio 
del pcmtificado del papa Pio 4 
en el armo de 1560 ” (who was 
called the boy of Rome, this 
being at the beginning of the 
pontificate of Pope Pio 4 in the 
year '1560). -This “boy. of 
Rome ” was almost certainly 
the player known as Jl Puttino 
(a-nice idiomatic translation -of 
this would be “Tiny Tim”) 
and he was later to become 
known, as Leonardo da Cutxi, 
is one of the world's leading 
players along with tbe other 
Italian, Paolo Boi. Both these 
great players eventually died 
of poisoning, administered by 
rivals, this being die Borgia 
method of forcing the old to 
tmake way for the young. Only 
three days before his demise 
Paolo Boi, on losing a beautiful 
game to Salvio, sadly said as 
he resigned: “Youth can more 
than age; you are in the prime 
of life and I am 70 years old.” 

Jio doubt bearing all this in 
min d, the selection committee 
of the British Chess Federation 
recently met and chose a team 
of six players to represent this 
country at the forthcoming 
Olympiad in Haifa in October 
with an average age of 23. This 
is pretty certain to be the 
youngest team of any conse¬ 
quence at tbe Olympiad and it 
is also probably the strongest 


team we have ever fielded for 
these events. The list is, in 
board order. Miles, Keene, 
Hartston,- Stean, - Mestel and 
Nunn. 

MHes, as he has-shown at 
Dubna azd elsewhere, is fully 
capable of holding his own with. 
the win-id’s- leading -players. 
But we should not allow tbe 
fact tiiat he is as yet tbe only 
-member of ■tbe-teem-to-seciH’e 
the grandmaster title, to obscure 
the undoubted, merits of the 
other five. Though their 
advanced years, both Keene 
and Hartstou are in their late 
Twenties, may mean they will 
have to employ- walking sticks 
to enable them to-.clamber .up 
Mount Carmel, these jwo are 
also accustomed to playing 
against the world’s finest 
players and- should do well. 

In the-last Olympiad, at Nice, 
Michael Stean- -won the prize 
for the most brilliant game of 
' the event with his fine game 
against the American - grand¬ 
master Waiter Browne... In the 
past couple of' years his play 
has acquired additional solidity 
and I would not be surprised if 
he- made- the-highest -score -in 
tits team. Then comes Jonathan 
Mestel who, at the age of 19, 
is the youngest member of the 
team and merits to be called 
“il muchacbo del equipo 
ingl&s ”. He and . John Nunn 
should also score heavily. For 


the first time, in fact; we are 
sending a team to the Olympiad 
without a weak link...There'is 
a good chance thatihgy. will 
better our best post-war per¬ 
formance at Moscow 1956 when 
we came eighth. 

An attractive feature of 
Steen’s style of . play is his 
faculty for producing elegantly 
incisive attacks. - The-fioU owing 
game, played in a-national dub 
championship, match between.

Gardening 

from the easy chair 


Two weeks ago a special offer 
of iHips and standard roses on 
this page proved understand¬ 
ably popular. It is open until 
March 21. Again not surpris¬ 
ingly, the fragrant vaneoes o£ 

lilies and roses were by tar 
the most popular. 

Whether or not you_ bought 
lilies or roses from this otter, 
may I make a few suggestions 
about them. In a small garden 
or in a small part of a large 
garden which you see con¬ 
stantly from your windows, or 
where you sit in clement 
weather, you need to_ make use 
of the “ third dimension That 
is, you include plants like star* 
dard roses, a shrub like Buda- 
leia altcmifolia which produces 
long ropes of lavender Flowers 
if grown as a standard on, say, 
a six foot stem, or a climbing 
rose, or honeysuckle growing 
over a tripod of poles. 

Dedicated rosarians wifi pro¬ 
test about malting roses share 
a bed with other—they would 
say lesser—plants. But many a 
bed or border is a delight be¬ 
cause standard roses, lilies and 
a selection of herbaceous plants 


like phloxes, iiatris or many! 
others, has been thoughtfully 
planted together. The_ lilies do 
need the semi shade" at their 
roots, provided by the appro-, 
priate herbaceous plant neigh¬ 
bours. . . 

There is one more point 
about standard roses, or indeed 
tall growing roses like Queen 
Elizabeth, Grandpa Dickson or 
Buccaneer. Yon can see them 
even from the lowly vantage 
point of your easy chair. In 
older houses, especially in very 
old ones like mine, the window¬ 
sills may be as much as three 
and a half to four feet above 
the floor level, so some t alUsh 
plants near the house are much 
to he desired. 

This has been a quite - extra¬ 
ordinary winter and spring so 
far. Again, we have not had 
frosts severe or prolonged 
enough to cause any reduc¬ 
tion in the bird population* 
This means we must he even 
more prepared to protect our 
crops against the depredations 
of our feathered friends—and 
I the hammy old term with 
much sincerity. The birds are 


our friends, but they do not 
know how to discriminate 
between the vegetation that I 
■would like to have for my own 
use and that which I would 
be happy to let them have. So 
we have to go to the trouble ot 
protecting plants with black 
cotton, wire'or plastic netting, 
bird repellants, scarecrows, and 
the like. Incidentally, there will 
be another fruit cage offer 
shortly. 

At a brains trust last week I 
was asked to suggest some 
plants to grow to flower in 
winter—-before, at or after 
Christmas. This is a large 
question to answer off the cuff 1 
and I confined myself to sug¬ 
gesting greenhouse plants, that 
: would fill the bill. For sowing 
in a greenhouse now or in the 
next few Weeks we have the 
various solatiums with their 
colourful round or long fruits; 
also Primula obeortica in its 
fine' modern ; varieties, and here 
of course; I must say that a few 
people, sufer from a severely 
irritating rash if they handle 
tie plant. - „ . 

The newer varieties of 


strep to carp us come in a fine 
range of colours, flower off and 
on all winter, and are good 
indoor plants. Plants of screpto- 
carpus whose colours particu¬ 
larly please you may be easily 
propagated by leaf curtinss. 
You just cut the long leaves 
into transverse sections about 
two inches long; and insert 
these vertically to about half 
their depth in a cutting com- 
post, or a mix of about half 
peat and half sharp sami. Caver 
the pot with a plastic bag, or 
put it in a propagator; keep the 
cuttings warm—60 deg F—and 
moist and they will root in a 
few weeks. 

Cyclamen, too, sown now, trill 
Flower in .the winter, and so 
will the charming small blue 
flowered Exacum affine. But 
one of the most rewarding 
plants you can raise from seed 
in a greenhouse is Began ia 
semperflorsns in its many van- 
ties. Seeds sown now wi"tl v pf6- 
duce plarts for potting to grow 
on under cov*^ to flower during 
the autumn and winter. Plants 
set out in beds may be lifted in 
September; potted, trimmed 


back, and kept indoors they will 
flower during the winter. 

If we are looking for hardy 
winter flowering plants to grow 
in the open, there is a - wider 
range than many people think. 
Much depends, of course, iipon 
when you consider winter 
begins. For me, any plant that 
begins to flower from late 
November until the end of Feb¬ 
ruary is a winter flowering 
plant. Once we are into March, 
I think of plants as spring 
flowering. 

For the depths of winter we 
have Bamamelis mollis and its 
varieties, "Viburnum farreri tV 
frasrtms), and V grandiflontm. 
-« e have-the yellow Josmmum 
nudijlorum of course,. Christ- 
mas roses —UeUeborus tiizcr, 
which nowadays hardly ever 
flowers for Christmas, and all 
the other hellebores, green, 
white _ or pink, which flower 
early m the new year. 

. The -tiny Narcissus asturien . 
sis" \rl minimus) has been in 
flower since the end of the year 
in a.stone sink in a very shel¬ 
tered corner of our garden.

Still more neo-classical is the 
furniture' at Stourhead, Wilt¬ 
shire—a house uncannily 'like' 
Nostell from the front, though 
smaller.- But here the maker was 
Chippendale’s son, Thomas Chip¬ 
pendale the Younger. The 
furniture was made for the 
banking family of Hoare at the 


beginning of the nineteenth 
century, and again the attribu¬ 
tion. is fully, documented by - 
old account books.. 

Chippendale the Younger is , 
what, scholars often call- “a* 
rather shadowy figure ", mean-: 
ing that they have not been : 
able to find out much about ~ 


him. One of the best accounts 
of him is in Georgian Cabinet- 
Makers., by Ralph Edwards.and 
Margaret Jourdain (Country 
Life, 1944). He'was bora in 
. 1749, the eldest of the famous 
cabinet-makers’ 11 children, and 
- after his father’s death' in 1779 
carried on the business. Like 


his father, young Thomas was 
a member of the Society of 
Arts, and he exhibited five pic¬ 
tures at. the Royal Academy 
between 1784 and 1801. He 
visited Paris early in the nine¬ 
teenth century and filled' a 
small sketchbook with drawings 
of French furniture. George 


Smith,'in the Cabinet-Makers* 
and Upholsterer? Guide , pub* 
dished in.1826, a few years after 
his death, described- him os 
“known only amongst a few” 
and as possessing “ a very great 
degree of taste, with great 
-ability as a draughtsman and. 
designer "■ 


In 1804 he was declared bank¬ 
rupt; but in spite of the .finan¬ 
cial embarrassments of his later 
years, he maintained the high 
quality of his father’s work in 
the Regency furniture he made 
for Stourhead and also for 
Harewood House in Yorkshire. 
Imagine how exemplary the 


training of such a man must 
have been, with all the experi¬ 
ence of his father to draw upon. 
The pun may be weak, but he 
can be described more accur¬ 
ately than any other father's 
son as a chip off the old block.

Requests for recipes always 
seem to run in batches, and 
a number of readers have 
recently asked me how to 
make Muesli. Although I am 
the first to admit that you 
cannot make muesli as well 
as some of the better quality 
brands that you can buy, you 
can make a simple and. 
acceptable version at home. 
I came across quite a lot of 
complicated recipes, but this 
one is a basic mix to which 
you can add fruit or nuts 
as you wish. 

Muesli mix 

Ypu can make up larger 
quantities if you like andr 
keep it tightly tied in a poly¬ 
thene bag or airtight con¬ 
tainer; but try out this 
smaller quantity first. 

Serves 2-3 _ 

2oz rolled oats; _ 

loz soft brown sugar; 

Joz seedless raisins; _ 

1 dessertspoon wbeatgerm. 

Mix the rolled oats, soft 
brown sugar, seedless rai¬ 
sins and wbeatgerm (from 
ja health' food stores) to¬ 
gether in a bowL This is the 
basic mix. When ready to 
serve, measure oat 3. table¬ 
spoons muesli into a serving 
bowl. Add natural yogurt nr 
milk and allow to soak for 
5 minutes. Then you can add 
some chopped dessert apple 
or sliced banana before serv¬ 
ing. Muesli can also be 
served with stewed fruit, and 
X remember first. tasting it 
some years, ago served with 
a compote of purple dam¬ 
sons and fresh cream. 

J like the addition of ra> 
sins to muesli. Raisins ore 
rich In iron and energy giv¬ 
ing sugcr, so they are a 
valuable food as well as 
being pleasant to eat- I use 
them a Jot, particularly in 


salads. You can mix raisins 
with grated carrot and 
apple, or add them to 
shredded white cabbage 
when you can make a very 
good fruit coleslaw. 

Apple and raisin coleslaw 
This is a fine salad for a 
> buffet party. It goes well 
. with all kinds of cold meats, 
and you can make it hours 
'ahead—in fact I think that 
improves the taste. 

Serves 6 _ 

head white cabbage _ 

3-4 tablespoons oil and _ 

vinegar dressing _ 

3 dessert apples _ 

1-2oz seedless raisins __ 

2 rounded tablespoons 

mayonnaise _ 

2 tablespoons soared cream - 

Remove any damaged outer 
leaves and cut the cabbage 
into quarters. Slice away 
the hard core, then, pressing 
the cut side firmly against 
the chopping board, slice 
across the leaves to make 
the finest shreds. Loosen the 
cabbage shreds and place in 
a mixing basin. Add the 
oil and vinegar dressing and 
toss so that all the pieces 
are glazed. Set aside for at 
least one hour in the re¬ 
frigerator or cold larder. 
The dressing will tenderize 
the cabbage and give the 
final dressing a nice sharp 
flavour. 

- Core and- , quarter -, the 
apples and slice thinly, leave 
on the skins if they are -a 
mice red colour. Add to the 
salad along with the raisins. 
Toss well to mix. The dress¬ 
ing will keep the apple slices 
■ white. Blend the mayonnaise 
and soured cream together. 
The- .addition of soured 
cream lightens the mayon¬ 
naise and, makes a less rich 
dressing, but you can use 
mayonnaise only if you wish.

Prunes are another-dried 
fruit for which I can find a 
good many uses. The prunes 
which are on sale in sealed 
containers have been speci¬ 
ally processed—teodemed— 
for quick cooking or for eat¬ 
ing just aS'they are. For a 
cocktail snippet, try, prunes 
with a cream cheese filling. 
Plunge tenderized prunes in 
boiling water for 2 minutes, 
then drain and cook Slit 
down one side to remove the 
stones, then fill with slightly 
salted cream cheese, prefer¬ 
ably by piping it from a forc¬ 
ing bag. Decorate with a 
pinch of chopped parsley or 
paprika. 

Try stewing prunes In tea 
and you will find the. juice 
delicious. No need to make 
tea specially. Simply fill up 
the pot containing tea leaves 
Dr bags with boiling water. 
Leave to stand ferr a few 
minutes, then strain over the 
.prunes—enough to cover 
them. 

You will find Jib prunes 
ample for four portions. 
Leave the prunes to soak 
overnight. Next day put the 
prunes and liquid in a cov¬ 
ered pan and simmer gently, 
adding a thin strip of lemon 
peel or a 1 inch piece of 
stick cinnamon for flavour. 
When the fruit is tender, 
stir.in a level tablespoon of 
brown sugar. Remove the 
lemon, peel or cinnamon be¬ 
fore serving. . 

Sweet pickled prunes can 
be served like chutney. They 
keep very well, in fact they 
are better, after a mouth or 
so. If you - make some now 
you will find you eat them 
all through summer with 
coM meats and. besides, they 
are very useful for garnish¬ 
ing a home made _pizza in 
place of-the .expansive black 
olives.

vinegar; sometimes I use 
dder vinegar, which gives a 
more subtle flavour. 

^lb dried prunes; _' 

1 pint malt vinegar; _ 

$ pint water; _ 

8oz soft brown sugar; 

12! cloves tied in muslin or. 
a 2rinch piece of stick 
cinnamon. 

Measure the -prunes, vinegar, 
water arid sugar into a bowl 
-and add the spices. Cover 
and leave overnight. Next 
day transfer to a saucepan 
ana cook gently, uncovered, 
-until the prunes are tender. 
Allow to cool. Cut prunes in 
half and . remove .the stones 
before packing into a 'screw 
topped jar with the syrup. 
Store before using- 

You can very easily make 
prunes in brandy, which are 
delicious served for dessert 
with fresh cream or vanilla 
ice cream. You will need one 
of those glass stoppered 
storage jars or a preserving 
jar and for these it is best 
to use the more expensive 
tenderized, . pined (stone¬ 
less) prunes. Cover lib of 
them with cold water, bring 
up to the boil and sim¬ 
mer for 3 minutes. Draw oft 
the heat strain and reserve 
j pint of the liguor. 

Pack the .prunes in the jar. 
Return the reserved liquid 
to the pan, add 4oz soft 
brown sugar and stir to dis¬ 
solve over low heat. Bring 
up to the boil and simmer 
for 2 minutes. Cool aud pour 
over the fruit Add -J pint 
cooking brandy—the prunes 
should be covered with 
liquid. Cover and- store when 
the fruit will plump up and 
absorb more liquid. Shake 
the jar occasionally. They 
will keep for several months 
and you can take out a few 
and some syrup whea you 
please.

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A new museum prepares to honour one of Britain’s greatest artists 

finds a second home in Denver, Colorado 


Denver is a 2c ng way from 
London in both distance and 
JifeszyZe, bot it is there that 
a new museum is being built 
to honour one of Britain’s 
greatest artists, J. M. W. 
Turner. & is a bit of the 
unexpected, brought to the 
Rocky Mountains by a Scottish* 
bom investment banker with 
one of the world’s most exten¬ 
sive private collections of 
Turner’s graphic works. 

Denver did not even exist in 
1851, when Turner died in 
London and willed his unsold 
works to the British nation on 
condition that a gallery be built 
for them, and it is only, now 
that it has been decided in 
principle that they will go to 
Somerset House. 

London has always been a 
centre for Turner followers. 
Denver, on the other hand, had 
long been far front the Ameri¬ 
can art mainstream. However, a 
significant cultural surge gave 
the city the £3^50,000 Denver 
Art Museum in 1971 and 
launched a £40xn performing 
arts complex this year. 

The six-floor art museum is 
among the finest is the western 
United States, but it does not 
own a Turner. Now Denver is 
getting an entire museum, 
devoted to Turner. It is 
scheduled to open by next 
August 1, the day Colorado will 
be 100 years old as a state. 

Its founder is Mr Douglas 
J. M. Graham, a 41-year-old 
former British Intelligence offi¬ 
cer who emigrated to the 
United States—and Wall Street 
—is 1959, became an American 
citizen five years ago, then 
moved to Colorado. 

With a family background in 
art (his father, a British diplo-

mat, had collected Constable, 
and a great-uncle was the first 
director of the National Gallery 
of Hungary), Mr Graham 
became interested in collecting 
Turner in 1966 after seeing an 
exhibition at the New York 
Museum of Modern Art. He 
says he now owns more than 
1,000 Tomer engravings and 
prints, representing more than 
600 of the estimated 1,000 sub¬ 


jects that make up the artist’s 
graphic work. 

Mr Graham is turning his 
collection over to what will be 
known as the Turner Museum 
of Colorado. He has acquired 
an 80-year-old carriage house 
that is being converted into a 
museum building, and he has 
agreed to serve as curator for 
the first five years without pay. 
A non-profit making corpora¬ 


tion, with Colorado Governor 
Mr Richard D- Lamm and the 
mayor of Denver, Mr W illia m 
McNichoIs, among the trustees, 
has been set up to sponsor the 
museum. 

Two British art authorities 
have also agreed to serve as 
trustees. They are Mr Evelyn 
JoU, managing director of 
Thoms* Agnew and Sons, a 
leading London art dealer, and 


Mr Martin Butlin of the Tate 
Gallery. Other trustees are 
mainly Colorado businessmen. 

The museum is pla nn ing^ a 
special fund drive to raise 
£300,000 for a permanent en¬ 
dowment fond and for expan¬ 
sion and- renovation of the 
carriage house. But work has 
already started on the building, 
which will be expanded from 
2 £Q 0 square feet to more than 


10,000 square feet, with the 
addition of a second floor, bal¬ 
conies and an entrance gallery. 

The second floor will be 
modelled after Turner’s own 
London gallery, where he ex¬ 
hibited and sold bis paintings. 
Mr Graham has obtained copies 
of the original Turner gallery 
plans from die British Museum. 

In deciding to convert the 
carriage house into a museum. 


rather than give Hs Tarnet 

collection ’ » - 

n n spm, Mr Graham saw 
was motivated by The feeling 
that the “small Turner engrav¬ 
ings and etchings required the 
atmosphere of a private home. 
The character of the museum 
will be similar to that or a 
home—much like the Wft.J 
formal atmosphere rathe Fntt 
Museum in New York - 

Once the museum is estab¬ 
lished, Mr Graham hopes it 
will become “a focal point for 
A merican collectors of Turner 
and will acquire oils and water- 
colours to supplement tne 
graphics. He expects it to 
attract Joan exhibitions of 
Turner works front JggJ 

American museums and firms a 
galleries. He also hopes .New 
York and London dealers wul 
keep it informed of Turner 
engravings offered for sale on 
the art markets. 

The museum will also feature 
the art of Thomas Moran, whom 
Mr Graham describes as 
Turner's greatest American 
student. The English-born 
Moran painted a wide variety 
of subjects but was best known 
for his panoramic canvases of 
the American West. His paint¬ 
ings of such natural wonders as 
the Grand Canyon in Arizona 
were said to bare inspired the 
United States Congress to estab¬ 
lish tiie National Parks system. 

Mr Graham is planning to 
use some of the museum funds 
to help art students and to set 
up an annual Turner medal or 
award. * Turner willed his 
fortune to help struggling 
artist^, but prolonged litiga¬ 
tion prevented this ”, Mr 
Graham said. “ If we can help 
young artists, we will carry on 
the tradition of Turner.”

Cuba: enjoying the good life 
communist-style 


Any impression of Cuba must 
be clouded by the judgment 
that the people are almost un¬ 
reasonably friendly and open. 
They display many of the good 
Latin qualities without the 
nasty Latin traits. They laugh 
more than the citizens of any 
other co mmunis t country I 
have visited and they cer¬ 
tainly seem less oppressed by 
the regime that has ruled them 
since 1959 than, say, the Poles 
are by their government. 

There are, of course, espe¬ 
cially in Havana, the trappings 
of communism—endless form 
filling, propaganda posters on 
every. hoarding .and a member 
of the Ministry of Information 
failing one everywhere one 
went. But there is none of the 
furtiveness found in many of 
the European communist 
states. 

Where, in other Latin coun¬ 
tries, I would not leave a ciga¬ 
rette untended in an ashtray, 
in Cuba it is quite safe to 
deposit valuables by the swim¬ 
ming pool while making a tele¬ 
phone call. There simply is no 
thieving. In 1975, there were 
only four arrests in Havana 
and during my stay I did not 
see a policeman on the streets 
and encountered on the high¬ 
ways only two motorcycle 
patrolmen. 

The populace is apparently 
very keen on law and order. 
: wo weeks ago, following an 
incident in a bar, I saw a 
group of people make a dti- 

»ns* arrest as they carted 
• jme unfortunate off to a 
police station. The people are 
apparently less keen on poli¬ 
tics—In fact they seem 
curiously apoliticaL Taxi 
drivers do not try to convert 
one to communism and not 
many of the men and women 
in the street to whom I spoke 
could explain exactly what the 
recent referendum on the con¬ 
stitution was all about. 

“ Official spokesmen ”, 

naturally, and those in high 
places (almost everyone 1 met 
who held a significant job had 
been closely involved with Cas¬ 
tro in the revolution) shot the 
party line. No matter what the 
question, the answer invariably 
started: “After the overthrow 
of the tyranny and following 
our victorious revolution, we 
did this or that. ...” 

The captains of industry 
make a great thing of not 
being able to speak English. 
This is curious, because most 
of them were lieutenants of 
industry under the Americans 
before the overthrow of the 
Batista regime and presumably 
spake perfectly good English 
then. It is surprising how 
much can be forgotten in 16 
years. 

Yet the men who run the 
country are extremely articu¬ 
late and well read. During a 
visit to the tobacco plantations, 
the production director of the 


particular area quoted Shake¬ 
speare to me lin Spanish) and 
made it clear that he had read 
all of Dickens (in translation). 

He looked at me and said (I 
believe with all seriousness) : 
“But why should your people 
want to know about that? We 
did not demand to know about 
your country when your indus¬ 
trial revolution was taking 
place.” 

This same man spoke with 
feeling about the plight of 
Cuba’s " sister peoples ” in 
Angola and Namibia. Be 
accepted the party line that 
Cuba would support the Nami¬ 
bians in their fight for inde¬ 
pendence from South African 
rule. Every official to whom I 
talked did so. Those in govern¬ 
ment positions in Havana were 
at pains to emphasize that this 
did not mean that the Castro 
administration was pursuing a 
policy of colonial aggrandise¬ 
ment in Africa —it was, I was 
repeatedly told, not a matter 
of politics but a continuation 
of the policy of support that 
had been followed for over a 
decade. 

On the few occasions when 
it was possible to talk to 
“Cubans in the street” with¬ 
out an official present, I disco¬ 
vered that they also supported 
Cuba’s African policy without 
demur. Some students of philo¬ 
sophy from the university 
(which was right across th e 
road from the hotel where I 
was staying) came each day to 
use the hotel swimming pooL 
They did not look over their 
shoulders to see if they were 
being watched and appeared 
too intelligent and questioning 
to have been indoctrinated. 

Most of # all, they hated 
American imperialism. After 
that, they were totally opposed 
to imperialism, wherever it 
was to be found. Asked about 
Chinese imperialism, they 
agreed that it was as bad as 
any other. If, and it was a big 
if, the Russians were found to 
be becoming an imperial 
lower, then that would be 
lamnable, too. 

Workers in the tobacco fac¬ 
tories and the sugar fields 
have been obviously indoc¬ 
trinated by the Cuban media, 
on the other band. The state- 
owned newspapers and radio 
stations do not even pretend to 
be unbiased. No foreign papers 
are available and the worker 
on his way to office or factory 
is perforce obliged to accept 
the revolutionary government’s 
view of the world! Therefore, 
military involvement in Africa 
is not questioned. Nor is the 
paranoic hatred of America¬ 
lf the temporal needs of the 
average Cuban are so well 
catered for, it is inevitable that 

the observer’s eye should be 
cast towards die spirituaL Hav- 
i&g grown up as a Spanish 
colony, the influence of the 
Roman Church has always 
been great. The number of 


§ 


churches in Havana and their 
architectural beauty is remark¬ 
able. Yet, on a Sunday, the 
temples of Christianity remain 
ominously empty. 

Even the magnificent Cath¬ 
edral of Havana, still the seat 
of a Catholic Archbishop, was 
peopled for Mass by a handful 
of very old worshippers. Not 
once did I see a young person 
go into a church and in my 
visits to various parts of the 
country I saw only one priest 
out on the streets. And yet. in 
the seminary which is attached 
to the Cathedral in Havana, 
there are 80 student priests, 
most of whom, when ordained, 
will carry out their ministry in 
Cuba. 

For whom, I wondered, will 
these four score men be able 
to minister. The Cuban 
Government, very shrewdly, 
has not banned religion. It has 
simply advocated freedom of 
choice, especially free Jove. 
For the young, whether they 
are articulate, thinking young 
or not, the advantages of such 
a life must indeed seem great. 

The young are well catered 
for in, for example, the multi¬ 
plicity of night clubs in every 
major town. The food and the 
entertainment are of a price 
that the young worker and Ms 
girl (even students) can 
afford. 

Petrol is relatively cheap but 
cars expensive. Many students 
on the campus, however, run 
old MGs (the status car for 
the young) and there are a 
number of British models to 
be seen on the roads. New cars 
come mainly from the Soviet 
Union (mostly the Russian 
Fiat) or from South America 
(Argentinian Fords—another 
incongruity—which would 
delight Detroit). 

In the main , cars are very 
old—staggeringly decrepit 
Cadillacs and Chevrolets, 
repainted by hand in the most 
garish colours, frequently with 
bumpers and brightwork hang¬ 
ing off and all driven in true 
Latin siyie. Only seven per 
cent of cars licensed to be on 
Cuban roads have been im¬ 
ported since 1953. 

Cars aside, the standard of 
living has risen dramatically 
since the revolution. There are 
no beggars on the streets, no 
slums that I saw, and neither 
plague nor famine. Consumer 
durables are available through 
the state at a price, and for 
the rest the people go com¬ 
paratively well clothed and 
fed. 

The bard days of post-1959 
rationing are over. The 
economy, apparently, is sound. 
The sugar, mineral and tobacco 
industries are booming. Above 
all, the people insist that they 
are free and that big brother 
does not watch them. I can 
believe it—he was far too busy 
watching me.

It’s almost plain sailing for a 
champion of champions 


Phil Crebbin is 24, works as a 
computer systems analyst on a 
trading estate in Slough and is 
a living refutation of the idea 
that yachting is the prerogative 
of the wealthy. When we met a 
few days ago over a pint of 
bitter and a cheese sandwich, 
he was ruefully computing the 
cost of having competed in the 
first major international meet¬ 
ing of 1976 at Juan-les-Pins. A 
£220 grant from Olympic train¬ 
ing funds had just about 
covered the cost of transporting 
himself, his crew, Derek Clark, 
and his boat to the Mediterran¬ 
ean and back a. week’s board 
and lodging and entry fees they 
had had to pay for themselves. 

Happily he was rewarded by 
a decisive success; against 
more than 60 of Europe’s lead¬ 
ing helmsmen in the 470 class 
he won three out of five races, 
was third in another and 
finished on total points virtu¬ 
ally out of sight of the rest of 
the field. On that' fonn he 
should be a clear favourite for 
one of the dutch of gold medals 
which the Royal Yachting Asso¬ 
ciation is “confidently expect¬ 
ing” Britain to win in the 
Olympic _ regatta at Kingston, 
Ontario, in July. 

His interest in sailing began 
at the age of 10 or 11 during 
seaside holidays with his father, 
a keen fisherman. His home at 
Shepperton was a bare 100 
yards from a dob on the 
Thames and, after a course of 
lessons, he and his sister were 
given an elderly GP 14 dinghy. 

Enthusiasm flowered at St 
Paul’s, Hammersmith, where he 
helped to found the school’s 
first sailing dub, and for whom 
he secured a brand new Fire¬ 
fly by winning the Public 
Schools Championship. At Cam¬ 
bridge be was an automatic 
choice for the university team, 
which he captained in Ms final 
year. 

Meanwhile he had acquired 
an Albacore and an Enterprise, 
both secondhand—sturdy, ser¬ 
viceable dinghies which in the 
summer holidays he towed off 
to various open meetings. In 
1970, the year he left school, he 
finished second in the Albacore 
and fourth in the Enterprise 
championships, _ which might 
have been the signal to move up 
into more adventurous, high per¬ 
formance craft, with spinnakers 
and trapezes. But at university 
there were other priorities. “I 
decided fcr the time being to 
stick to the sort of sailing I 
knew.” 

In December, 1973, now grad¬ 
uated and employed, he turned 
bis attention to the 470, a 
French-designed dinghy newly 
selected as an Olympic class 
but still scarcely known in 
Britain. It proved a revelation. 
“In seven months I learned 
more than ever before. Here 
was a boat with a fast planing 
hull, which had to be sailed in

quite a different way and which 
demanded much finer tuning.” 

Reverting to his Albacore 
and Enterprise the following 
season, he dominated both 
national championships and be¬ 
came the “ champion of cham¬ 
pions ” by winning the 
Endeavour trophy in both 1974 
and 1975. This event is restric¬ 
ted to one top helmsman from 
each main dinghy class, and on 
the latter occasion he set a 
record hv finishing firsr in 
every race. 

His preoccupation, however, 
was with mounting a British 
challenge in the Olympic 470 
class. Following a second place 
in an international regatta at 
Byeres, m the south of France, 
last April, he won the British 
championship at Weymouth. But 


a subsequent visit to north 
America proved disappointing. 
In the world championships at 
Association Island, the United 
States national sailing centre on 
Lake Ontario, he finished only 
eleventh. Moving north to the 
Canadian side of the lake, he 
met with a minor disaster by 
forgetting his spinnaker pole in 
a vital race and being disquali¬ 
fied for hoisting the spinnaker 
without it. 

With Clark, who sailed for 
London University while Creb¬ 
bin was at Cambridge, he spends 
every other week-end at Hamp¬ 
shire county coundFs sports 
centre at Calshot, where Olym¬ 
pic hopefuls are put through 
a training programme devised 
by John Maynard, the RYA 
official coach. The regime is 



tough—short races and tactical 
practice out mi the winter 
water, interspersed with indoor 
trackwork, weightlifting, bad¬ 
minton, squash and five-a-side 
footbalL 

Only a few years ago such 
a programme would have been 
regarded incredulously by 
yachtsmen, and undoubtedly 
many of the older generation 
would consider it a waste of 
time and money. But it is a 
measure of how seriously the 
association now takes the Olym¬ 
pics and how anxious it is to 
see sailing retained as an Olym¬ 
pic sport. 

Little more than a decade ago 
Keith Musto and Tony Morgan, 
who won a silver medal at the 
Tokyo Olympics, were con¬ 
sidered slightly eccentric be¬ 
cause their training included a 
little gentle jogging in trade- 
suits and an occasional work-out 
in a gymnasium. Crebbin exer¬ 
cises daily on a rowing machine, 
runs several miles a week, plays 
squash most evenings and is 
probably as mentally and physi¬ 
cally fit as any leading athlete 
in any other sport. 

ffis firm, he concedes, have 
been generous about allowing 
his time off, but he is wary of 
sponsorship and semi- 
professionalism *‘I can't give 
as much time to sailing as 
some people do ” he says. 

, “But I prefer it that 
way. I like my job and there 
are more important things in 
life than sport.” • 

Money is a perennial prob¬ 
lem. Expenses are shared with 
his crew, * but everything I 
earn seems to disappear 
straightaway. My one great 
advantage is that I have always 
chosen British equipment, even 
when there appeared to be 
better stuff on the market, so 
that manufacturers have often 
let me try out their latest sails 
aqd fittings” He is particu¬ 
larly bitter about the 25 per 
cent “luxury” VAT rating on 
boats, whereas golf clubs, for 
instance, escape with only 8 per 
cent 

He concedes that yachting 
attracts its fair share of Sports 
Council grants, but read with 
wry amusement a report that 
Geoff Capes, the shot putter, 
had complained of having to 
spend £25 of his own money 
on a recent trip abroad. * We 
sent 24 competitors to the last 
two Olympics and between them 
they won nine medals ”, he 
points out. “ No other sport 
can match that record, and it’s 
time we got more attention.”

Drouot 
Rive Gauche, as the new auc¬ 
tion centre is known, occu¬ 
pies the western wing of the 
old Gare cTOrsay, a monumen¬ 
tal structure of the best period 
of railway architecture.

For the Seine flaws 
heedlessiy past this revolution¬ 
ary new auction complex, 
seriously distracting the atten¬ 
tion of the administrative 
officers, whose rooms com¬ 
mand a view of river barges 
and the Tuileries gardens.

The complex contains two 
banks and offices of transpor¬ 
tation, insurance, and valua¬ 
tion, while a bar is a aew addi¬ 
tion to the range of services 
on offer to clients. To an 
Anglo-Saxon the sparse usage 


of this facility comes as a sur¬ 
prise ; in a country without 
licensing laivs attitudes to 
dnnking are, of course, less 
frantic. 

Everything looks different 
until you enter the sale rooms 
themselves; ic is reassuring to 
find the same old mixture of 
rolled-up mattresses, second¬ 
hand typewriters, Sevres porce¬ 
lain, Art Nouveau Vases, minor 
Impressionists, Louis XV com¬ 
modes and Old Masters. The 
French auction system is 
designed for collectors and 
dealers who know their 
onions; you are expected to 
find the items of distinction 
for yourself- A substantial pro¬ 
portion of the sales are not 
even catalogued ; there is a 
simple convention in the order 
of sale, running from drawings 


and paintings, through objects, 
to furniture. 

The new location has 
nevertheless had a profound 
affect on the character of 
sales. .The space age rooms in 
a fashionable quarter of Paris 
have attracted a new chic 
clientele. They, are turning up 
and paying ridiculous prices 
for things, the old hands say;

Parke Bernet in 
New York lives by it; the 
majority of its purchasers are 
private people.

With over seven million human 
beings either killed, maimed or 
Injured on the world's roads each - 
year . it is clear that industrial 
societies hare developed a scourge 
of epidemic proportions that dwarfs 
ancient plagues and modern , wars. 
Somehow the internal combustion 
engine has managed to elude care-, 
ful placement within a concept oE 
social morality. 

Ordinary, reasonable human 
beings often acquire psychopathic 
attitudes when driving. The drunken 
driver, for example, only sees one 
problem: how to avoid detection, 
a nd on a more mundane level, it 
rarely occurs to the tired business¬ 
man or the woman suffering from 
premenstrual stress that alterna¬ 
tive transDort to the car should be 
considered. 

Law -enfor c ement wilt not have 

much relevance in the field of 
road traffic criminality until our 
society moulds a relevant morality 
about road behaviour.

Treating mentally 
abnormal offenders 

From Dr Melitta Schmideberg 

Sir, I have only just returned to 
England and nave- had Bernard 
Levin’s: article on prison (March 3) 
brought to my notice. I worked for 
many years with the. Institute for 
tiie Scientific Treatment of. Delin¬ 
quency in London and was a 
founder member and for 10 years' 
Clinical Director of the Association 
for the' Psychiatric Treatment of 
Offenders. ■fAPTO) in -New York,- so 
I have long experience in this field. 

Unfortunately most 'forensic 
psychiatrists are concerned more 
with diagnosis than treatment, as 
most crimiDO legists discuss die 
etiology of crime rather than - the 
cure, of criminals.. The statement 
that an- offender needs treatment is 
frequently meaningless, because no 
treatment is available, and until we 
can build up a body of forensic 
psychiatrists experienced in dealing 
with criminals, prison may be 
no more harmful than a mental 
hospital. 

Broadmoor, though run humanely, 
must of necessity be as restrictive 
as prison; an aggressive, sadistic 
offender may cause great harm to 
other patients in a normal mental 
hospital. Mr Stephen Hodgson will 
at least be prevented from drinking 
in prison, and be put in touch with 
A] cobo^cs Anonymous; for the 
time being, he can harm no more 
children. 

The Rev Stephen Care is an 
extreme example of a not uncommon 
type of offender whose sense of 
- reality has become completely dis¬ 
torted; whereas in his case psycho¬ 
therapy would certainly be more 
effective than prison, with the less 
abnormal offender one of the most 
effective tools of psychotherapy is 
to make him realize that prison is 
a reality and conforming to the 
rales of our imperfect society will 
gain him a happier future than the 
inevitable incarceration which will 
follow bis present anti-social 
behaviour. For the foreseeable 
future, therefore, prison must 
remain -the ultimate deterrent as 
well as the necessary protection of 
society. 

But we in APTO have long 
preached that . the most hopeful 
method of treating the offender is 
in the community, where he is sup¬ 
ported and helped by psychothera¬ 
pist, social worker, probation officer 
and concerned members of his 
family and the public to learn to 
cope with the strains and problems 
of normal life. We found this 
method worked well with mentally 
abnormal patients referred to us 
from the courts. This method has 
worked well in the Massachusetts 
court clinics which over the last 
20 years have been successful in 
rehabilitating many offenders. A 
similar set-np exists in Glasgow in 
the Douelas Inch Centre under Dr 
Keith Wardroo. 

. The cost of crime to the com¬ 
munity is sraggering, not only in 
terms of the suffering of victims 
and the fear ic engenders in rl-c 
law-abiding citizen, but also in the 
actual financial cost of running the 
prison service. Treating the offen¬ 
der in the community, wherever 
possible, is cheaper and the chance 
of rehabilitation higher, but 
training and facilities are essential. 
The failures of the Children and 
Young Persons Act are fnr more 
due to the lack of trained staff and 
suitable institutions than to any 
inherent weakness in it. 

The. ordinary social worker and 
psychiatrist has no training or ex¬ 
perience for dealing with the men¬ 
tally abnormal- offender. The c*«t 
of building centres such as the 
Glasgow one and the Massachusetts 
clinics and of setting uo inte^-ive 
training facilities for staff would, in 
the long ran, be a financial saving 
to the community, as well as giving 
. real hope to the mentally abnormal 
Offender. “Do gooding” can be nf 
lasting benefit to the whole com¬ 
munity, but only if it is based on 
firm common sense and is backed 
bv solid action, not by pious hopes.

Archaeology : Signs of Saxon minster 


Excavations at St Oswald’s Priory, 
Gloucester, carried out by 
Gloucester City Museum Excava¬ 
tion Unit, have revealed important 
architectural evidence of the Saxon 
minster founded by Aethelred, 
King of Mercia, and his wife, 
Acthelflaeda, daughter of Alfred 
the Great, in 909. to -house the 
remains of King Oswald of North¬ 
umbria, rescued from Danish raids 
to Bardney, Lincolnshire. 

For the first two hundred years 
of its existence the minster con¬ 
tinued to enjoy royal patronage. 
It was closely connected with toe 
king's palace, north of the ci^r 
at Kingsbohn, and even to 1300 
was still regarded by the monarch 
as a free chapel royal. When 
AetheJflaeda and Aetbtdred died, 
they were buried in the south 
poriicus of the minster church 
they bad founded. 

St Oswald’s Priory is outride the 
walls of the Roman city, in an 
area thought to include toe Roman 
and medieval quays. The Saxon 
burgh occupied the area of toe 
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Roman walled city but outlying- 
Saxon occupation-probably existed 
towards the river in the area 
around toe priory, which includes 
the two early churches of St MSaiy' 
de Lode and St Nicholas.. 

The site includes the standing 
ruins of part of the north wall 
of The nave of the church, its 
architectural detail is mJd-tweJFth- 
century but excavation has con-' 
firmed, that the Norman arches are-; 
inserted and that the baOding- is 
fundamentally of-Saxon work. The 
Saxon church had a western apse, 
a feature familiar on the Continent • 
in Caroltogkm.churches but known 
to England from, documentary 
evidence only. (A western apse at 
Longford,. Essex, bad to toe past 
been . thought to. be twelfth 
century.) 

The discovery of the ground 
plus of such an apse Is an impor¬ 
tant addition to the scanty bat 
increasing knowledge of the archi¬ 
tecture of late Saxon England. 

The minster became a regular 
priory only in toe twelfth ceil-. 
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tury,_ and in toe thirteenth the 
choiito was enlarged -by the addi-' 
t ion of two Wescern bays, toe 
re mai n s of whicb were identified 
in toe- excavations.- The church, 
as well as serving its monastic 
. function stood at toe centre of a 
large parish and toe ordinary folk 
of Gloucester were buried there.

The site also had extensive 
Raman industrial occupation, prob¬ 
ably a tilery- -Sixty tiles stamped 
RPG r with variants, have been re¬ 
covered.

In fact, the ravages to the 
pound have come as an addi¬ 
tional bonus to the commodity 
investors who were already pin¬ 
ning tlieir faith on the basis of 
a worldwide trade recovery: 
as economies move ttut # of re¬ 
cession, the corollary _ is that 
demand for raw materials will 
be substantially increased. 

A third plus element in the 
calculations of commodity in¬ 
vestors are the political con¬ 
siderations in the mining and 
primary producers’ different 
corners of the globe. Particu¬ 
lar attention has been paid to 
cupper, which rose 7 per cent on 
the week, of which land-locked 
Zambia, faced with conflagra¬ 
tion in neighbouring Rhodesia, 
is a major exporter. 

But having whetted the indi¬ 
vidual’s appetite for commodity 
inves tment, the big question is 
how ? Commodity investment 
is complicated and many 
would-be investors will be de¬ 
terred by margins, options, 
futures and spot prices not to 
mention stop-loss position, etc. 

Additionally, the cost of com¬ 
modity investment may be a 
deterrent. A contract in a phy¬ 
sical commodity such as cop¬ 
per would at the moment work 
out at nearly £17,000 per con¬ 
tract ; in the futures market 


only a 10 per cent margin is 
required but it has to be main¬ 
tained whatever the price. 

An alternative is to invest in 
commodities through a rela¬ 
tively new investment vehicle: 
the direct commodity fund (as 
opposed to commodity share 
funds which have a longer his¬ 
tory). These are all offshore 
funds—among other things it 
is not possible to have an 
authorized unit trust investing 
directly in commodities—and 
nearly all sponsored by some of 
the well-known names among 
the unit trust industry as well 
as merchant banks. 

What is interesting is the 
range which they offer the 
potential investor in commodi¬ 
ties. At cne extreme the SurIn¬ 
vest fund is exclusively 
invested in physical copper— 
the actual metal held in ware¬ 
houses as opposed to futures. 
At the other, the Commodities 
and Option Unit Trust is a more 
speculative vehicle which in¬ 
vests in a broad spread of com- 
modies anti takes full 
advantages of futures trading 
and options. 

Other funds are a compro¬ 
mise. The First Viking Trust 
puts 40 per cent of its money 
into commodity futures and 
options and the balance goes 
into high-yield gross-paying 
securities (because of its Isle of 
Man base), which means that 
the fund is yielding 91- per cent. 
The recently launched and 
hence well timed Old Court 
Commodity Trust divides its 
fund between direct commodity 
investment and commodity 


shares with a 10 per cent 
balance on deposit 

As a general snide, it would 
be unwise to commit all of 
ones assets to a commodity 
fund. Indeed, N. M. Rothschild 
is recommending no more than 
a 5 per cent exposure to com¬ 
modities. 

In other investment houses, 
it is felt the proportion invested 
in commodities could be a little 
higher—but 10 to IS per cent 
is generally considered enough. 
Several of the companies, such 
as the Channel Island arms of 
Save and Prosper and Sur invest 
also make it clear in their 
literature that only applications 

coming through a professional 

adviser will be accepted. 

Two notes of caution must be 
sounded. First, check the 
charges of the funds. Most 
operate on a fee structure 
fairly similar to that of unit 
trusts, but Commodities and 
Option has an additional entry 
and management fee plus 
incentive fees (based on per¬ 
formance) which work out more 
costly for the smaller investor. 

Secondly, there is a slight 
doubt in some people’s opinion 
—notably at 5. G. Warburg 
and M Sc G—that individual 
investors in these commodity 
funds might be taxed as traders 
(ie, be liable to tax at their 
‘top rate of income tax rather 
than a ma xim um capital gains 
tax of 30 per cent) on the 
profits arising from the invest¬ 
ment The other groups, also 
having taken counsel’s opinion, 
disagree.

A do-it-yourself kit for 
the county court 


So you want to fight your own 
case in court ? Then take heart: 
liti gan ts in person are not to be 
looked down upon an; :..c. l. 

By contrast, they even receive 
encouragement to go it alone. 

Simplified procedures and 
special facilities have been 
made available and farther in¬ 
centives are on the way. 

This is not to say that all civil 
disputes are suitable for per¬ 
sonal treatment. Points of law 
are usually best left to lawyers 
and the facts in some cases 
baffle even legal minds. 

But, as indicated in Small 
Claims in the County Court, a 
guide issued by the Lord Chan¬ 
cellor’s Office, there are plenty 
of small claims which can be 
brought before that coart“ with¬ 
out any legal knowledge or pro¬ 
fessional assistance”. 

The obvious litigant is the 
aggrieved consumer who is in¬ 
volved in a claim arising oat of 
the sale, or hire-purchase of 
goods or the provision of ser¬ 
vices. But straightforward debt 
cases, some landlord and tenant 
matters, road traffic cases in¬ 
volving damage to vehicles only, 
claims for wilful damage to 
property or for minor assaults 
and claims for wages and 
salaries owing in lien of notice 
may all present feasible scope 
for the layman. 

Whether a case lies within the 
confines of simplicity is not 
always dear but no solicitor 
should mind being consulted on 
the question of whether given 
circumstances might admit of 
personal action. County court 
work is notoriously unremuner- 
ative and he Is unlikely to feel 
aggrieved that you want to do 
h im out of business. 

If you are of limited means 
you may qualify for _ free or 
subsidized advice on this matter 
under the Green Form Scheme 
and if the solicitor chosen then 
considers the case beyond your 
capabilities and of a sort that 
should be fought with the aid 
of a solicitor, he may advise the 
malting of an application for 
legal aid to cover the cost of 
proceeding to court. 

Legal aid is available to many 
whose financial resources ex¬ 
clude- them from the Green 
Form Scheme and details of 
both are available from Citi¬ 
zens’ and Consumer Advice 
Bureaux and, -of course, solici¬ 
tors’ offices. 

Saving a- bill from you own 
solicitor is, of course, the first 
but not the only financial con¬ 
sideration to be made before 
raking solo action. The general 
rule in county court litigation 
is that the loser pays the legal 
costs of the winner, or at least 
so much of those costs as are 
approved by the court. 

The latter is rarely as much 
as the total bill presented by 
the solicitor to his client but 
will be large none the less. 

It is almost always impossible 


to guess how much the costs 
will be in a contested case—the 
total depends on so many van- 
able factors. But it is probably

I was interested to notice, in 
one of the major London stores, 
a new department selling 
“adult and executive toys and 
games".. This is' a useful 
barometer of precisely where 
we are in the economic cycle, 

confirming what the pundits are 
telling us.- - 

The thing is that no execu¬ 
tive in his right mind would 
have bought a game to play in 
the office during 1975. Even if 
it had been no more than one 
of those little Hongkong boxes 
where you press'the button and 
is emits shrieks of laughter, his 
boss woidd have considered it 
in extremely poor taste. Tbe 
executive would have been 
likely, in fact, to have found 
himself on an ecological clean¬ 
up patrol raking over the banks 
of the River Treat by-courtesy 
of ■ the Department of ' the 
Environment. 

On the other hand,' when the 
boom is busting out all over, 
nobody has time to play games 
at aH. They are all too busy 
maltiug their fortunes, blissfully 
unaware of the next recession 
that’s about to hit them behind 
the ear witii a half brick at any 
minute. The moment for execu¬ 
tive. games is therefore in the 
mid-period just before tlie' 
economy begins to take off, and 
the fact that an enterprising 
store has opened a whole, 
department for them indicates 
that this is where we are. 

So watch out for a -rash of 
new playthings on office blot¬ 
ters. Newton’s Balls are old hat 
now, but inventions of the 
-famous are -still in--vogue,, and- 
people will be sporting desk-top 
examples of Archimedes' Screw, 
Occam’s Razor and . Giffen’s 
Paradox for example.

The tension of executive life 
used at one time, particularly 
in the Slater Walker empire, to 
be screwed to unbearable pitch 
by the boss challenging all his 
minions to chess. Question— 
should one, or should one' not, 
allow him to win ? This in turn 
gave way to the current craze 
for backgammon, which now 
looks like being .overtaken by 
knucklebones • and mahjong, 
-both -of-which are-available at- 
the fair in sets of ebony, ivory, 
rock- crystal; Persian lamb or 
rhinoceros hide. 

' However, all this' is treading 
on rather traditional ground. 
So you will not be surprised m 
learn that it is more* other than 
the moneygamesman who has 
advanced the whole business 
into an entirely new dimension 
—based on bis knowledge of the 
psychology of the executive and 
how he is likely to develop 
over the next few years. 

You see, as the executive 
stands on the brink of a new 
boom, far from being confident, 
ite'is actually scared to death. 


First, he. is worried that the 
thing .is not going to last- 
and secondly' that even' if 
it does last it will sooner or 
later fly completely-out of con¬ 
trol. It isn’t the rhinoceros hide 
status symbol he needs right 
' now, it is companionship, re¬ 
assurance and security. 

The moneygamesman is there¬ 
fore choosing this moment to 
launch his new range of execu¬ 
tive pets. Individually matched, 
these are guaranteed to love the 
executive, worship him, and eat 
constantly out of his-hand, no 
matter what-business-conditions 
prevail. They will always be 
there to provide a central pillar 
of stability and trust which he 
can lean against in . all-weathers. 

Executive pets come in vari¬ 
ous shapes and - sizes. The 
managing director’s Jaguar 
can, in fact, take on a new and 
totally literal meaning. While 
the big predatory cats are 
normally die privilege of top 
management, some of the 
' young tigers lower down the 
scale may go .in for young 
tigers themselves. On the other 
hand, those in' staff, rather than 
line, management are' more 
likely to . prefer a lone wolf.
